Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1915. 

In  December  last  the  Local  Government  Board  issued  a Circular 
to  all  Medical  Officers  of  Health  with  regard  to  their  Annual  Reports 
for  1915,  in  which  the  following  statement  occurs:  — 

“ In  view  of  present  circumstances  the  Board  will  not  press 
“ for  the  Annual  Report  to  be  printed,  if  the  Council  decide 
“ in  the  interests  of  economy  not  to  print  it ; but  a sufficient 
“ number  of  copies  should  be  type-written  to  satisfy  the  re- 

“ quirements  of  the  Board,  and  the  County  Council 

“ The  Board  consider  that  many  of  the  details  usually  inserted 
“ in  the  Annual  Report,  such  as  a description  of  the  district, 
“ and  of  the  water-supply,  sewerage,  and  sewage  disposal,  etc., 
“ may  be  omitted,  and  that  the  report  may  be  confined  to  a 
“ record  of  what  has  taken  place  during  the  year/’ 

You  will  recollect  that  I asked  for  your  instruction  with  regard 
to  this  statement,  and  you  decided  to  have  this  Annual  Report 
printed  as  you  did  not  wish  to  interrupt  the  records  which  have 
existed  for  so  many  years  past.  Hitherto  my  Annual  Reports  on 
the  Borough  of  Evesham,  Evesham,  Feckenham,  and  Pershore 
Rural  Districts  have  been  issued  as  one  pamphlet ; but  the  Rural 
Councils  for  these  districts  decided  not  to  print  these  reports  this 
year,  consequently  that  for  the  Borough  is  presented  by  itself. 

Copies  will,  as  required,  be  sent  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  County  Council. 

The  following  Tables  I.,  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  present  statistical 
data  in  the  form  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  various  rates  are  calculated  this  year  on  a basis  somewhat 
different  to  former  years,  as  the  Registrar-General  states  that  the 
War  has  made  it  impossible  to  adhere  to  the  previous  methods 
of  estimating  local  populations,  as  men  of  military  age  have  been 
either  drafted  to  military  centres,  or  sent  abroad  with  the  Army. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  National  Register,  although  it  does 
not  form  a perfect  record,  has  been  made  use  of.  It  has  been 
found  necessary,  therefore,  to  limit  the  tabulation  of  deaths  to 
deaths  of  civilians,  and  under  these  circumstances  the  estimated 
civilian  population  for  1915  (8,050),  as  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  has  been  made  use  of  in  calculating  the  death  rates  for 
that  year.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Nett  Deaths  from  stated  causes  at  various  Ages  under  1 Year  of  Age. 
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This  procedure,  however,  is  not  applicable  to  the  birth  rates, 
as  the  births  recorded  refer  to  children  of  civilians  and  soldiers  ; 
consequently  the  birth  rates  are  calculated  upon  the  existing 
estimate  of  total  population  for  1914  (8,580). 

It  is  not  suggested  that  rates  so  calculated  are  accurate,  but 
it  is  considered  that  this  method  is  the  best  that  can  be  adopted 
under  the  circumstances. 

Table  I.  shows  that  the  birth  rate  for  1915  (20.9)  is  low,  but 
not  quite  so  low  as  that  for  1913  (20.0).  The  corresponding  one  for 
England  and  Wales  wyas  21.8,  which  is  the  lowest  recorded. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  in  1915 
was  97 — but  as  24  other  deaths  occurred  elsewhere,  among  Evesham 
residents  which  have  to  be  included,  and  11  deaths  of  non-residents 
are  excluded,  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  110, 
which  give  a nett  death  rate  of  13.6. 

Table  III.  gives  details  of  these  deaths. 

The  corresponding  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
15.1,  which  is  1.2  above  the  rate  in  1914. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  of  the  Borough  last  year  was  123  per 
1,000  as  compared  with  110  for  England  and  Wales.  Details 
of  the  deaths  giving  this  mortality  are  set  out  in  Table  IY.  With 
the  exception  of  that  for  1911,  last  year’s  infantile  rate  was  the 
highest  recorded  during  the  past  six  years. 


On  December  13th  last  the  County  Council  adopted  a Report 
I prepared,  on  “Maternity  and  Child  Welfare”  (copies  of  which 
were  sent  to  your  Clerk)  in  which  it  was  shown  that  the  infant 
mortalities  of  the  Borough  were  as  under:  —

The  Borough  average  for  the  quinquennial  period  1910-1914  falls 
in  the  third  highest  of  the  four  groups  of  County  District  Infant 
Mortalities,  i.e.,  between  90  and  110  per  1,000  births,  and  in  the 
same  category  as  Bewdley  and  Stourbridge  Boroughs,  and  Broms- 
grove  North  and  Stourport  Urban  Districts. 
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The  County  Districts  having  the  highest  average  Infantile 
Mortality  rates  for  the  same  period  were  Droitwich  and  Kidder- 
minster Boroughs,  Lye  and  Oldbury  Urban  Districts,  and  Halesowen 
Rural  District,  all  of  which,  except  Droitwich,  are  manufacturing 
centres. 

My  Report  to  the  County  Council  so  satisfied  them  that  the 
Infantile  Mortality  rates  generally  ought  to  be  considerably  re- 
duced, that  they  forthwith  appointed  Health  Visitors  to  work  in 
every  parish  in  Worcestershire— including  the  Borough  of  Evesham 
— with  the  object  of  saving  baby  life.  The  importance  of  conserv- 
ing the  infant  life  of  the  population  (the  Local  Government  Board 
say)  makes  it  desirable  that  these  steps  should  be  taken,  even  at  the 
present  time , when  strict  economy  is  required  in  the  expenditure 
both  of  public  bodies  and  of  private  individuals. 

The  administration  of  this  scheme  has  been  entrusted  to  me, 
as  County  Medical  Officer,  under  the  supervision  of  the  County 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Table  II.  shows  that  184  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were 
notified  during  1915,  viz.  : —

Only  8 of  these  cases  died  (Table  III.),  viz.,  1 from  Scarlet  Fever, 
6 from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  1 from  Cerebro-Spinal 

Meningitis. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Two  of  the  3 cases  were  notified  in  October  and  1 in  December : 
all  were  children  under  13  years  of  age  who  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  A death  from  diphtheria  occurred  at  the 
Hospital  (which  you  know  is  in  the  Borough)  on  August  30th,  but 
as  the  patient  was  sent  in  from  Hampton,  it  is  not  included  in  your 
returns  of  deaths.

Only  16  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  during  1914,  conse- 
quently it  is  obvious  that  there  were  unusual  numbers  last  year. 
The  disease  began  to  extend  in  August  last,  and  assumed  consider- 
able proportions  during  the  Autumn.  Since  then  the  disease  has 
gradually  died  out,  and  only  8 cases  were  notified  in  January  and 
3 in  February,  1916.  This  seasonal  incidence  is  usual  with  outbreaks 
of  Scarlet  Fever. 

As  I have  mentioned,  that  only  1 of  the  146  cases  ended  fatally, 
it  will  be  realized  that  the  type  of  disease  was  mild — extremely  mild 
1 may  say.  The  modified  nature  of  the  disease  indeed  was  the 
reason  so  many  persons  were  attacked,  because  numerous  cases  were 
met  with,  in  which  there  was  no  suspicion  of  the  nature  of  the  com- 
plaint, until  the  “peeling  ” denoted  what  it  was.  I shall  allude  to 
the  efforts  made  to  detect  such  cases  after  briefly  alluding  to  one  or 
two  other  questions  connected  with  the  outbreak. 

AGE  INCIDENCE. 

The  ages  of  those  attacked  were  as  under:  —

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So  it  appears  that  130  of  these  attacked  were  under  15  years  of 
age— in  short  the  epidemic  was  almost  entirely  confined  to  school 

children. 
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SCHOOL  INCIDENCE. 

103  of  the  146  patients  were  children  in  attendance  at  Elemen- 
tary Schools— the  other  43  did  not  attend  any  school.

Considering  the  respective  numbers  of  children  attending  these 
schools,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  no  special  incidence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  in  any  particular  school.  From  time  to  time  I care- 
fully considered  the  desirability  of  closing  any  school,  but  I came 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  inadvisable  to  do  so  ; because  as  long 
as  the  children  were  at  school,  the  vigilance  of  the  teachers  and 
your  Nurses,  aided  the  detection  of  mild  and  suspicious  cases, 
which  would  not  have  been  heard  of  had  the  schools  been  closed. 

MILK. 

Careful  notes  were  kept  of  the  Milk  Supplies  of  each  family, 
and  on  going  through  these  it  is  quite  obvious  that  this  food  was 
not  a channel  of  infection— indeed,  the  history  of  the  outbreak  did 
not  incline  to  that  view,  because  when  milk  causes  an  outbreak, 
the  cases  usually  appear  suddenly,  whereas  Table  V.  shows  they 
were  distributed  through  ten  months  of  the  year. 

CAUSE  OF  THE  EPIDEMIC. 

I have  no  doubt  whatever  that  spread  of  the  disease  was 
entirely  due  to  personal  infection,  and  mainly  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  numbers  of  cases  were  so  extremely  mild  that  they  were 
not  recognised  by  the  parents,  and  consequently  did  not  come 
under  medical  supervision. 
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PRECAUTIONARY  MEASURES. 

Only  74  of  the  146  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  as 
the  whole  of  the  accommodation  wTas  taken  up  by  the  beginning 
of  September,  and  remained  so  until  December  ; 72  patients  con- 
sequently had  to  be  treated  at  their  own  homes.  As  the  Sanatorium 
remained  full,  I received  your  authority  to  engage  a trained  Nurse, 
to  visit  the  homes  where  persons  were  being  treated  at  home,  in 
order  to  see  that  isolation  was  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable  ; 
she  also  visited  the  schools  from  day  to  day,  to  ascertain  if  any 
child  in  an  infectious  condition  was  in  attendance. 

This  Nurse  commenced  her  duties  on  September  22nd  and  was 
retained  until  January  25th,  1916.  A second  Nurse  had  to  be  en- 
gaged on  October  13th  and  she  was  retained  until  December  21st 
last. 

The  home  visits  of  these  Nurses  were  most  efficacious  ; as  those 
in  charge  of  the  patients  consequently  took  more  care  than  they 
would  otherwise  have  done.  The  school  visits  resulted  in  several 
children  being  discovered  while  at  school  in  an  infectious  condition  ; 
needless  to  say  that  wffien  this  happened  they  were  promptly  sent 
home  and  other  precautions  taken. 

These  two  Nurses  had  66  cases  under  their  supervision,  and  all 
of  the  patients  were  rubbed  from  head  to  foot  w7ith  Eucalyptus 
Oil,  and  had  their  throats  sprayed  with  carbolic  solution,  under 
the  direction  of  doctors,  and  either  as  a consequence,  or  a co- 
incidence—it  is  impossible  to  say  with  certainty  which — second 
cases  of  Scarlatina  only  occurred  at  four  infected  houses  after  this 
treatment  was  commenced,  and  the  possibility  of  primary  infection 
ceased. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  services  of  these  Nurses  materially 
assisted  in  the  suppression  of  this  outbreak  of  Scarlatina. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

A case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  in  June,  and  the  patient  was 
under  treatment  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  before  it  was  notified. 
There  was  no  local  cause  for  it. 


MEASLES. 

You  will  probably  recollect  that  on  the  31st  March,  1915,  your 
Clerk  received  a Circular  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  stat- 
ing that  the  Board  were  willing  to  comply  with  an  application 
from  any  Sanitary  Authority  for  an  Order  making  the  Notification 
of  Measles  compulsory  ; and  at  my  suggestion  you  applied  to  the 
Board  for  such  an  Order.  Realizing  that  the  Notification  of 
Measles  would  be  of  little  value  unless  supplemented  by  official 
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home  visits  you  arranged  with  the  Local  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion to  allow  their  Nurse  to  undertake  this  work,  and  agreed  to 
pay  the  Association  £10  per  annum  and  a fee  of  Is.  (one  shilling) 
for  each  household  in  which  Measles  was  notified  for  such  services. 
The  Board  gave  no  decision  with  regard  to  your  application,  but 
subsequently  issued  the  “ Public  Health  (Measles  and  ' German 
Measles)  Regulations,  1915/ 7 which  made  Measles  compulsorily 
notifiable  in  every  Sanitary  District  in  England  and  Wales. 

Since  this  Order  was  issued,  no  notification  of  Measles  has 
been  received. 


CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

On  the  21st  November  I received  a notification  that  a boy,  aged 
5 years,  had  developed  “ Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  77  (“  Spotted 
Fever  77)  and  on  making  immediate  enquiries  I found  that  the  child 
manifested  symptoms  of  the  disease  three  days  previously.  I met 
the  medical  men  in  attendance  in  consultation,  and  they  took 
Serum  from  the  spinal  column  which  I had  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  with  the  result  that  typical  germs  of  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Meningitis  (the  meningo-coccus)  were  isolated.  The  child 
died  on  November  22nd  and  wras  buried  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 
As  the  Sanatorium  was  full,  the  patient  could  not  be  removed  there 
for  treatment ; consequently  I obtained  the  permission  of  the 
Pershore  Hospital  Committee  for  him  to  be  sent  to  Pershore  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  but  death  resulted  before  this  could  be  done. 
Complete  disinfection  was  carried  out,  and  all  those  in  the  house- 
hold were  kept  under  observation  as  “ contacts  77  until  three  nega- 
tive bacteriological  tests  showed  that  they  would  not  be  likely  to 
act  as  “ carriers  77  of  the  disease. 

No  second  case  occurred  in  the  house,  and  therefore  this  seems 
to  confirm  the  following  statement  I made  in  the  Leaflet  I prepared 
for  the  County  Council  with  regard  to  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis, 
viz. : — 


“ The  disease  has  a much  more  restricted  infectivity  than 
“ Small-pox,  and  very  frequently  only  one  member  of  an  in- 
“ vaded  family  develops  definite  symptoms.77 
I wish  that  the  public  would  become  more  fully  acquainted  with 
this  restricted  infectivity,  inasmuch  as  for  some  erroneous  reason  it 
seems  to  be  a prevalent  idea  that  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis 
(“Spotted  Fever77)  is  a terribly  infectious  complaint. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

As  I discussed  the  Etiology  of  Tuberculosis  at  considerable 
length  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  I need  say  little  about  the  disease 
on  this  occasion. 
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The  ages  of  the  23  cases  reported  during  1915  were  as  under:-- 
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s and  13  were  females. 


In  the  course  of  1915,  19  persons  in  the  Borough  received 
“ Domicilary  Treatment/’  48  “Dispensary  Treatment/’  25  “Sana- 
torium Treatment,”  and  5 “ Hospital  Treatment  ” under  the  County 
Scheme. 


NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  ages  of  the  3 cases  notified  during  1915  were  as  under:  —

SCHOOLS. 

As  I have  already  mentioned,  it  was  not  necessary  to  close 
any  School  on  account  of  the  recent  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  ; but 
one  School  (the  Evesham  C.E.  Girls’  Department)  was  closed  on 
account  of  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  which  occurred  in  April. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Table  VI.  shows  the  number  of  patients  sent  into  the 
Sanatorium  during  1915  by  the  constituent  authorities  of  the  Joint 
Hospital  District.

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I mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report  that  the  Board  had  con- 
sidered plans  for  improving  the  Administration  Block  at  this 
Hospital  which  had  been  prepared  by  your  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr. 
Harvey.  Shortly  after  that  time,  the  plans  were  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  a loan  of  £l,300  was  sanctioned  for  carrying  out  the 
work,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  additions  have  been  finished 
without  any  “ extras/’  which  shows  how  carefully  Mr.  Harvey 
prepared  his  estimate.  The  Administration  Block  now  contains  a 
dining  room  (22ft.  by  18ft.),  entrance  hall,  lavatories,  china  pantry, 
doctors’  room,  sitting-room,  pantries,  and  cellars,  as  well  as  8 
bedrooms,  a linen-room,  a bath-room,  and  2 w.c’s  on  the  first 
floor. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  furnishing  is  being  carried  out,  so 
that  the  whole  Block  will  be  available  very  shortly. 


SANITARY  WORK. 

As  the  Local  Government  Board  suggest  the  omission  of  “ many 
of  the  details  usually  inserted  in  the  Annual  Reports,”  my  refer- 
ence to  the  Sanitary  Work  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  1915 
will  be  few. 

No  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  extensions  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year,  nor  have  any  been  needed.  Owing  to  the  War 
the  scheme  by  which  fifty  new  cottages  were  to  have  been  built 
has  been  necessarily  postponed  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  9 acres  of 
land  have  been  purchased  as  a site. 

Mr.  Harvey’s  report,  however,  shows  that  the  inspection  under 
the  Housing  Acts  has  been  continued,  and  that  some  house  improve 
ments  have  been  effected. 

Ordinary  routine  sanitary  administration  has  been  carried  out 
as  usual.  Mr.  Harvey’s  report  (which  I append)  shows  what  that 
work  comprised.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1915. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  24  factories  and  143  workshops  in  the  Borough.  The 
following  is  a list  of  the  latter: — Basket-makers  6,  boot-makers  13, 
blacksmiths  9,  brewers  10,  bakers  14,  coopers  1,  carpenters  10,  cycle 
fitters  8,  dressmakers  24,  plumbers  5,  saddlers  4,  stone  masons  1, 
sweet  makers  2,  watchmakers  4,  gloveresses  6,  wheelwrights  4, 
umbrella  makers  1,  tailors  14,  fish  fryers  5,  printers  2,  tripe 
boilers  1. 

The  factories  consist  of  the  following Jam  makers  1,  brewers 
4,  butchers  2,  brickworks  1,  flour  mills  1,  motor  works,  etc.,  3, 
engineers  1,  tinned  fruit  etc.,  1,  printers  4,  leather  goods  1,  laundry 
1,  builders  3,  mineral  waters  1. 

Lime-washing  and  several  minor  matters  have  received 
attention.  All  are  now  in  fair  order. 

DISINFECTION. 

This  has  been  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  mentioned  last 
year. 


HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

One  cottage  at  the  back  of  the  Talbot  Inn  was  closed  by  the 
owner  upon  request  of  the  Council.  One  cottage  has  been  built 
by  the  Town  Council  for  one  of  their  employees  and  four  other 
houses  have  been  erected  in  Princess  Road. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  was  no  need  to  turn  off  the  water  at  any  time  during 
the  year  ; the  supply  is  now  ample. 

The  County  Analyst’s  monthly  reports  upon  his  bacteriological 
examination  of  samples  submitted  to  him,  state  that  the  water 
is  of  its  usual  good  quality,  and  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  milk  purveyors  is  9,  and  dairymen  5,  and  milk- 
shops  5,  and  the  average  numbers  of  milch  cows  in  the  Borough  40. 

The  number  of  registered  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  is 


19. 
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The  greater  part  of  the  milk  is  brought  in  from  the  rural 
district. 

The  cowsheds  and  milk  stores  are  kept  in  conformity  with 
the  regulations. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  remarks  I made  last  year  still  apply,  and  the  whole  scheme 
is  working  very  satisfactorily.
